Ottawa makes new offer to mailmen 


National strike possible today if negotiations fail 


A national postal strike was 
threatened for today in a 
dispute involving 4,000 Quebec 
workers and introduction of 
new automated equipment to 
handle the postal code. 

Negotiators for the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers were meeting late 
Sunday night to discuss a 
government offer designed to 
head off the threatened strike 


and were to meet again 
Monday 

Postmaster-General Andre 
Ouellette said suspensions 
against 96 Montreal em¬ 
ployees will be dropped if a 
national walkout was averted 
before today. 

Nearly 200 members of the 


Victoria local of the postal 
union could be involved in the 
walkout. 

Local president Stan 
Darlington said the govern¬ 
ment would probably get an 
injunction to stop a walkout, 
which contravenes a no-strike 


clause in the union’s present 
contract. 

He refused to speculate 
whether union members 
would honor an injunction, but 
pointed out that an iqjunction 
had little effect in stopping the 
current walkout of federal 
airport firemen. 


“The whole problem is the 
mechanization process and 
the introduction of lower-paid 
jobs to man the machines,” 
Darlington said. 

The government is hiring a 
new classification of postal 
worker to man the machines 
which sort mail mechanically, 


he said. These people are paid 
about (1,180 a year less than 
the workers who used to sort 
by hand. 

The postal union wants all 
sorting to be done by the 
higher-paid workers, he said. 

Darlington said he’s been 
told the government plans to 


reduce the number of these 
higher-paid workers in the 
Victoria post office from the 
present 162 In 57 by 1977 The 
cutbacks would be made by 
attrition, not layoffs, he said. 

The wage settlement in the 
union’s present contract —- 
about 6.7 per cent increase a 
year — is also a cause of 
discontent, Darlington said. 
The contract doesn't expire 
till Dec. 31.

Byron 
McGrimmond, 4, was shaken 
up but unhurt. 

The bodies of the children 
were recovered when their 
car was pulled out of the lake 
at 7:40 p.m., about 40 minutes 
after it submerged.

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B.C. to study 
trailer tourists' 
money habits 


B.C. Research Council will 
report this fall on how much 
money is spent by holidayers 
who travel around the 
province in recreational 
vehicles. 

Deputy travel industry 
minister Dick Colby an¬ 
nounced the study after the 
annual meeting here last week 
of the Canadian Mobile Home 
and Travel Trailer 
Association. 

“Nobody knows much about 
this kind of tourism.” said 
Colby, “And we want to find 
out what they contribute 
economically to the province 
as a whole and to specific 
areas.” 

The study, which has 
already begun, he said, will 
deal with all recreational 
vehicles, not just those from 
outside the province. 

Colby said if the findings 
were negative, less money 
would be spent by the 
province’s advertising and 
tourist promotion campaign to 
encourage this type erf travel. 

A survey conducted in 
Oregon on the same issue 
indicated recreational vehicle 
owners spent the same 
amount of money but in dif¬ 
ferent ways than other 
tourists, refuting repeated 
remarks by Highways 
Minister Graham Lea that the 
vehicles clog up roads and 
campsites and their owners 
spend little money here. 

In the early days, said 
Colby, “this type of travel 
may have been done to save 
money, but now it has become 
a way of life.” 

The survey will be con¬ 
cerned primarily with fact¬ 
finding about different 
aspects of recreational 
vehicle travel, including 
private and public trailer park 


facilities and their adequacy.

Ferry traffic heavy 


Judge in dark, suspect vanishes 


The RCMP may have to 
start all over again in the case 
of a 34-year-old North Van¬ 
couver man who was charged 
March 4 with possession of 
cocaine the day before in 
Sidney for the purpose of 
trafficking. 

Charles Edwin Walker 
failed to appear last Thursday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
on a scheduled routine 
remand and Judge William 
Ostler said he felt he had lost 


jurisdiction in the case, which 
in effect meant the charge 
was no longer valid. 

Legal sources said Walker 
could be charged again with 
the same offence. But one 
source pointed out he would 
have to be found again by 
police. 

The intricate legal problem 
began simply enough on the 
evening of Sunday, March 3, 
when Sidney RCMP chased a 
car for more than 10 miles at 


estimated speeds of up to 75 
miles an hour until the car 
went out of control on Chalet 
Road and ended up in a ditch. 

RCMP said at the time 
about five ounces of a white 
powder were found. They said 
it was suspected to be cocaine 
which would have been worth 
more than $12,000 in street- 
level sales. 

Walker was charged before 
Judge D. G. Ashby in Sidney 
Provincial Court with 


possession of cocaine for the 
purpose of trafficking and 
with dangerous driving. 

John Baynton, a law student 
articling with Vancouver 
lawyer David Gibbons, ap¬ 
peared before Ashby as 
defence counsel for Walker 
when it came time to discuss 
bail. The Victoria firm of 
Sullivan, Smith and Bigelow, 
which conducts most Greater 
Victoria drug prosecutions, 
appeared for the crown. 


During discussion of bail, 
Ashby took no action on a 
request by Baynton that the 
case be, moved to Vancouver 
for “more expeditious” 
handling 

The judge refused bail for 
Walker and then ruled he had 
heard enough details of the 
case that it should be trans¬ 
ferred to the jurisdiction of 
another court — Ostler’s in 
Victoria. 

When Walker first appeared 


before Ostler March 8, the 
Victoria judge followed the 
Canadian Criminal Code and 
asked Baynton what type of 
trial his client wanted. 

Baynton said he would 
rather set a date for a later 
trial or preliminary hearing 
and elect trial method then, 
noting this was the procedure 
followed in Vancouver 

Ostler replied the Victoria 
court followed the criminal 
code and again asked for 


election. Baynton began 
protesting that his client had 
been “denied the right to a 
fair trial” because defence 
counsel had not had time to 
assess the case before elec¬ 
tion. 

But as he was doing so, 
Walker told Ostler his choice. 
“Judge and jury.” 

The judge set May 30 as the 
date for the preliminary

The nuclear weapons stored 
here on Vancouver Island are 
meant as a threat to Russia. 
Why? From the revolution of 
1917 to 1939 communism had 
only 22 years to lift them from 
serfdom to a beginning of 
industrialism. Then from 
June, 1941 to June, 1944 we 
failed to open a second front, 
leaving the Soviets to engage 
75 per cent of the German 
armies (See Horowitz in 
Dimension. June-July, 1968). 

The same author said the 
U.S.S.R lay “bleeding and 
prostrate" after the war. 20 
million of her people dead and

Similarly, in “The Tragedy 
of American Diplomacy.” 
William A. Williams said; 
“The popular idea that the 
Soviet leaders emerged from 
the war ready to do 
aggressive battle against the 
U.S. is simply not borne out by 
the evidence." 

Quite the opposite. In 1946 
came Churchill’s militant 
“iron curtain" speech and in 
1947 the statement of 
President Truman that the 
U.S. would police the world 
against Communism. James 
Byrnes, U.S. secretary of 
state, placed Russia's request 
for a reconstruction loan in 
the forgotten file. 

Horowitz asked if a country

Electric eyes 
could enable 
blind to 'see' 


SALT LAKE CITY - A 
team of Utah scientists has 
discovered a simplified way of 
building tiny electronic cir¬ 
cuits that could he used in the 
first ever artificial seeing eye. 

The scientists have come up 
with a one-sixth-inch-square 
metal wafer that contains 
19,000 transistors — twice the 
capacity of anything attained 
in commercial microcir¬ 
cuitry. 

The idea is for a half dozen 
of these wafer-size 
microcircuits to be mounted 
in a pair of eyeglass frames so 
as to relay signals from a min- 


television camera lodged in a 
blind person’s eye socket. 

Originally planned for a 
University of Utah eye 
project, the microcircuitry is 
now being used commercially. 

“The new process was 
originated and conceived for 
use in the artificial vision 
project, and is now finding 
extensive application in in¬ 
dustrial and consumer elec¬ 
tronics." according to team 
head Dr. John Huber. 

One firm will use the cir¬ 
cuitry in portable calculators, 
data transmission equipment 
and larger computers.

Funds for braces 

Plastics 
to aid

The Plastic Age is coming to 
Queen Alexandra Solarium, 
provided the public is willing 
to pay for it. 

A public appeal has been 
launched to raise money to 
enable the children’s 
hospital’s brace-making shop 
to make plastic braces and 
shoes for crippled children 
and adults. 

“The important thing is to 
get a modern brace shop 
working at the hospital,” said 
D. R. Neville Grant, an or¬ 
thopedic surgeon who works 
at the solarium. 

Modern means plastic. 
Plastic braces are twice as 
light as the old metal-and- 
leather onces now worn by 
most people on the Island, 
Grant said. 

They cost about the same to 
make—around $300—and a 
properly equipped brace shop 
can produce them far faster 
than the old metal braces, he 
said. 

They usually can be worn 
inside the person’s shoe in¬ 
stead of outside, so they are 
less conspicuous and easier to 
clean. 

Equipment needed to 
produce them includes an 
oven to heat the plastic so it 
can be molded, and a machine 
to shape the soft plastic. Total 
cost will be around $8,000, 
Grant said, but he added that 
the equipment will pay for 
itself in the speed with which 
it produces braces. 

Plastic shoes could also be 
made for people with defor¬ 
med feet at one-third the cost 
of specially-made shoes, he 
said. These shoes can now 
cost as much as $120. 

Hundreds of brace wearers 
on the Island, from children 
with cerebral palsy to adult 
victims of polio, will benefit 
from the new equipment, said 
Grant. 

The money being raised by 
the solarium’s junior league 
in its current appeal will also 
help pay for braces for people 
who need them. 

“Nobody should pay for a 
brace,” said Grant. “It’s a 
permanent disability that’s 
going to be a problem all their 
life.” 

The solarium is currently 
without a brace-maker, but is 
planning to hire a man ex¬ 
perienced with plastic braces.

Construction workers are 
being gypped out of their 
annual holiday pay because 
of loopholes in Unemployment 
Insurance Commission 
regulations, says Carpenters’ 
Union business agent Jim 
Sawyer. 

The union has appealed two 
cases recently in which 
carpenters who had been laid 
off were forced to allocate 
holiday pay to the beginning of 
their unemployed period, 
disqualifying them from 
benefits for that time. 

“The working man should 
be allowed to determine when 
he wants to take his annual 
holiday,” said Sawyer, “And 
in these cases the men took 
their holidays in the summer, 
although they did not get the 
holiday pay until later.” 

He said the problem applies 
particularly to the con¬ 
struction industry, where 
workers are laid off and 
change jobs quite frequently. 

Each time they leave a job 
they receive the holiday pay 
due to them for the time they 
have worked. 

“But people don’t 
necessarily want to take their 
holidays in short spells each 
time a job folds,” said 
Sawyer. 

“They want to do the same 
as workers in other fields, and 
arrange a three-week holiday 
at the time it suits them, 
budgeting their money as they 
go along.” 

So when carpenter Bob Oak- 
man was laid off in December 
he made application for 
unemployment insurance. 

He had worked for a com¬ 
pany for a short while and 
when he was laid off he 
received $77 in holiday pay. 

“But he had already taken

that holiday in the fall,” said 
Sawyer,” and the$77 had been 
allocated by him to that 
holiday period when he was 
away from October 5 to 28.

After Oakman was told to 
allocate that $77 to the start of 
his unemployment period, an 
appeal was filed. 

“The majority opinion of the 
appeal board upheld the 
original decision, although a

“I think everyone who is 
disqualified or has earnings 
allocated to annual holidays 
already taken should appeal,” 
said Sawyer. 

“This present system gyps 
him out of his right to holidays 
when he wants.” 

Sawyer said that he plans to 
collect enough information on 
the subject to make a sub¬ 
mission to UIC so that the 
situation can be clarified. 


Lacrosse buff 
claims snub 
by city parks 


The city parks department 
is ignoring Stevenson 
Memorial Park, a director of 
the Victoria Amateur 
Lacrosse Association charged 
this week. 

The lacrosse box in the park 
is in bad repair and should be 
tom down and built over 
again, Mel Simpson said. 

“Our big beef is that it’s just 
a small park and it seems to 
be ignored by everyone, in¬ 
cluding the city parks branch 
which is supposed to look after 
it. 

“There’s been no repairs 
done on it for ages and some 
are really badly needed,” 
Simpson said. 

The park is a small one on 
Pembroke between Cook and 
Chambers. It has the lacrosse 
box, a lacrosse association 
building and a small 
playground with a swing set, 
exercise bars and sandbox. 

During the summer months 
the minor lacrosse association 
has two games a night, five

nights a week in the box and 
the association feels it gets 
enough use to warrant some 
repairs. 

“You’d think no one uses the 
thing to look at it,” Simpson 
said.

One necessary repair, 
Simpson said, is a new gate 
for the box. “We try to close 
the gate when its not in use but 
the thing just jams and then 
you can’t get it open again.”

The surface is so bumpy it is 
hard on the players’ feet, he 
said. 

There is also a litter 
problem that the association 
feels should be taken care of 
by the parks department. The 
box is only a short distance 
from a high school and pop 
bottles and paper bags con¬ 
stantly litter both the 
playground and the box 
surface. 

Before any lacrosse game, 
someone has to sweep out the 
broken glass from the box. 

“This is supposed to be a 
Victoria city playground, but 
they don’t seem to worry 
about it,” Simpson said. 

The association has ap¬ 
proached the parks depart¬ 
ment about the state of the 
park, but nothing gets done 
about it, Simpson said. 

“Every summer there are 
wasps in the bushes that 
surround the playground, but 
the parks people don’t do 
anything about them until a 
lot of kids get stung.” 

Simpson’s daughter came 
home last summer with 2S 
wasp stings. 

Until five years the lacrosse 
players had to sit in the stands 
with the spectators while 
waiting to play. 

“But then Percy Frampton 
(Victoria alderman) went to 
bat for us and we got some 
players benches built.” 

Frampton told The Express 
this week that he would again 
investigate the club’s charges 
that the small park is being 
ignored. 

“There are regular checks 
made of the city parks and I 
can’t see how it could really be 
forgotten,” he said. 


Top pay on ambulances 


Ambulance men working 
for the new provincial am¬ 
bulance service will be better 
paid than Victoria area 
firemen, the head of the soon- 
to-be-established emergency 
health services commission 
has told The Express. 

Their wages will be on a par 
with Vancouver firefighters 
because of added respon¬ 
sibility and added training. 

Dr. Peter Ransford, a long¬ 
time Victoria physician and 
newly-appointed executive 
officer of the commission, 
said in an interview that every 
provincial ambulanceman 
would get minimum of three 
months training. 

“The rates of pay of the full¬ 
time men will be comparative 
to firemen in the city of 
Vancouver.” 

This means that Victoria 
area firefighters and nursing 


orderlies acting as am¬ 
bulancemen will have an 
added incentive to join the 
new service where they will 
receive “slightly” fatter pay 
cheques than municipal 
firefighters, Ransford said. 

Municipal firemen in the 
Capital Region have 

traditionally received some 
$30 less each month than their 
Lower Mainland coun¬ 

terparts. 

For example, Saanich has 
just ratified an agreement 
with its firefighters giving 
them a differential of not 
more than $33 below the 
Vancouver rate. 

A first-class Vancouver 
firefighter earns $1,088 

monthly. 

Ransford justified the rates 
on the grounds of the 
responsibility now expected 
from ambulancemen. 


“They are not going to have 
a doctor to hold their hand or a 
nurse to hold their hand. They 
are going to be out on the road 
or out in the sticks and they’re 
going to have to take some 
decisions and some respon¬ 
sibility themselves.” 

All existing full-time, part- 
time and volunteer am¬ 
bulancemen will be given the 
chance to join the new service, 
says Ransford, which should 
reach a complement of 400 
full-time men will be paid on a 
four

full-time and 1,100 part time 
men. 

The part-time men will be 
paid on a four-hour minimum 


call-out basis and as far as the 
public is concerned there will 
be a $5 "deterrent” fee per 
ambulance trip. 

Ransford, 55, has worked 
for the government since May 
1973 when he was com¬ 
missioned to undertake an 
"extensive review” of 
provincial emergency health 
services which later formed 
the basis of recommendations 
on the subject made by 
government consultant Dr. 
Richard Foulkes' in his health 
report 

Ransford’s commission is 
scheduled to become 
operative this summer but has 
yet to find the 3,500 square feet 
of office space required 

Ransford could give no 
indication of the future am¬ 
bulance service set-up in the 
Capital Region as this is under 
study by University of B.C. 


consultant Cary Swoveland. 

However, he did give notice 
that by the end of the year 
there will likely be a province¬ 
wide Zenith number — 
probably Zenith 9000 — as an 
operator - controlled emer¬ 
gency line.

DETROIT — Bigger on the 
outside, smaller on the inside 
— that’s the history over the 
last 20 years of some of North 
America’s better-known 
automobiles. 

In that span, Detroit has 
opted for the sleek look of 
longer hoods and shorter 
trunks, discarding the boxy 
but more practical models of 
the 1950s. 

Consider two popular 1954 
four-door models, the Ford 
Crestline and the Chevrolet 
Two Ten. Today, these models 
have evolved into the Ford 
LTD and Chevy Impala. 

In 20 years the two cars 
have grown two feet longer, 
five inches wider and eight 
inches lower. 

Two more feet of body 
length and an additional six 
inches of wheelbase, from 115 
to 121, have produced no 
change in front-seat leg room 
for the Chevrolet since 1954. 


Even more amazing. Ford has 
somehow managed to lose an 
inch of room over the 20-year 
period. 

Both cars now offer about 


today's Impala has three 
cubic feet less luggage area 
than did the old Two Ten. 

There is more shoulder and 
hip room, though. Both

two inches less leg space for 
back-seat passengers but, 
surprisingly, both offer about 
three more inches of head 
room. Thinner, lower seats 
and a more inclined seating 
position account for most of 
the difference. 

Luggage space hasn’t 
improved. Ford was unable to 
find figures for usable storage 
space in its '54 model, but 
Chevrolet reported that 


models offer two more inches 
for hips in front and rear 
seats. Ford is up six inches in 
shoulder room and Chevy 
provides a whopping nine-inch 
improvement for shoulders in 
the front seat and eight more 
inches in the back. 

Detroit automakers already 
have started programs to 
scale down the full-size car 
into what spokesmen call 
more ‘realistic’’ dimensions. 


But first, they must get rid of 
overloaded inventories of gas 
guzzlers that are moving 
slowly in the wake of the fuel 
pinch. 

They’re trying to do it with 
an advertising campaign 
stressing that small cars 
aren't for everyone. 

But Detroit is tight-lipped 
about all the extra metal that 
goes into those big models, 
adding weight and cutting 
down on gas mileage. 

Ben Bidwell, vice-president 
and general manager of Ford, 
came close to the subject 
when he said his company’s 
aim "will be to preserve in¬ 
terior room and luggage space 
without undue sheet metal and 
overhang." 

Translation: We’ve got to 
get rid of the useless metal 
and chrome.

pleaded guilty along with two 
smaller companies to con¬ 
spiring to curb competition in 
the cement and ready-mix 
business by fixing prices. 

The smaller companies, 
Metro Concrete Ltd. of 
Vancouver and Butler Bros. 
Supplies Ltd. of Victoria, were 


assessed $7,000 and $15,000 
respectively. 

Mr. Justice Harry McKay 
fined Ocean Cement $220,000 
and Lafarge $190,000 for the 
Combines Act offences bet¬ 
ween the years 1962 and 1971. 

In its appeal, the govern¬ 
ment said the fines were 
"insufficient” to deter other 
firms from similar actions 
and it also asked for more 
restrictions against the 
cement companies than were 
provided in Mr. Justice 
McKay’s order. 

In their counter-appeal, the 
companies claimed the fines 
imposed against them were 
"grossly excessive”.

Gauliist influence ends 


PARIS — Whoever the 
French choose as their new 
president, one thing is sure — 
he will be the first man to lead 
France in 16 years who 
doesn’t have the insular 
nationalistic outlook of de 
Gaulle. 

Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
came to power in France in 
1958. Georges Pompidou was 
de Gaulle’s successor in 1969. 

The Gauliist years have 


been notable for the constant 
blocking of progress toward 
real unity within the 
European Common Market; a 
foreign policy which rode 
roughshod over other nations’ 
alliances and domestic 
policies; and a drive for 
nationalistic achievements 
with little regard to economics 
or practicability. 

In effect, de Gaulle imposed 
a 16-year hiatus in the great 


project of Western European 
unification whose most ef¬ 
fective promoter was another 
Frenchman, Jean Monnet. 

Political observers are not 
sure that progress will be 
resumed under the next 
president, but all candidates 
are less nationalist and more 
pro-European. 

Even inside the Gauliist 
movement, Europeanism is 
more valued, and all of 


France can see that two of de 
Gaulle’s proudest prestige 
investments — the supersonic 
airliner Concorde and the 
ocean liner France — have 
become unaffordable ex¬ 
travagances. 

The leading Gauliist can¬ 
didate, Jaques Chaban- 
Delmas, is pro-European and 
is expected to reduce the 
difficulties facing Britain’s 
role in the ECM. 


if France follows the trend 
of recent elections in other 
countries and turns to the left, 
Francois Mitterand, head of' 
the Socialist Party of France, 
has shown that he is eager to 
forge closer ties with other 
western countries. This would 
help remove the taint of 
Moscow given his party by its 
support from the French 
Communists.

REGINA — Dentists will 
draw salaries like civil ser¬ 
vants when Saskatchewan 
launches North America’s 
first state-controlled den- 
ticare program in September. 

Salaries of the state- 
employed dentists — total 
number to be employed has 
hot yet been determined — 
will probably start at just over 
$20,000 a year and increase in 
five steps. 

Cliff Millions, associate 
director of Saskatchewan 
Dental Plan, has been 
swamped by inquiries for 
jobs, many of them from the 
United States. But Millions 
wants to give Saskatchewan 
dentists and those from other 
parts of Canada first crack. 

The Saskatchewan plan will 
be operated directly through 
the province’s school system s 
Between 200 and 360 special 
school clinics will be set up. 

The plan will cover all 
children 12 and under in 
stages through 1978. After 
that, the program is due to 
expand to cover everyone up 
to 18. 

One reason for introducing 
children's denticare is the 
shortage of dentists in the 
province. There are only 208 
dentists, one for every 4,500 
residents. But with 54 per cent 
of them practising in Regina 
and Saskatoon, there is only 
one dentist for every 7,000 
persons in rural areas. 

In addition to the dentists, 
there also will be 150 dental 
nurses and dental assistants 
employed by the government. 

The dental nurses now are 
being trained and the first 40 
will graduate in June. 

Both the nurses and dental 
assistants will be licenced to 
do much of the minor work 
that normally takes up most of 

Cash troubles 
for Calley 

FORT BENNING, Ga. —

Walter Levy says in a report 
that serious internal problems 
could result in a breakup of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries by 1980. 

OPEC’s success in driving 
up oil prices by as much as 400; 
percent in the last year could' 
eventually lead to the_ 
organization’s breakup. 

With no immediate end in 
sight to rising oil prices, Levy 
claims, many nations will be 
forced into long-term 
austerity programs. This 
could eventually force the 


producers to cut back, but 
various OPEC countries differ 
in their ability and will to 
reduce production. 

The oil producing nations 
with small populations and 
large capital demands — Iran, 
Algeria, Indonesia, Venezuela 
and Iraq — will find it difficult 
to reduce output, Levy says. 

The opening this week ot a 
special session of the United 
Nations General Assembly on 
raw materials and develop¬ 
ment has focused attention on 
Levy’s report. Nations 4 that 
produce raw materials are 
studying OPEC’s success in 
driving up oil prices. 


released later this month are 
expected to show even greater 
quarterly gains than were 
registered in the last quarter 
of 1973 when Arab nations cut 
production and placed an oil 
embargo against the U.S. 

Oil companies are reluctant 
to discuss their performance 
before issuing carefully 
prepared announcements. 

A lawyer for the Federal 
Energy Office, William 
Walker, describes this year’s 
profit increases as "whop¬ 
pers” and predicts a steady 
.climb in profits during the rest 
of the year. 

—In the first quarter of 1973, 
the established price of crude 
coming from established wells 
was $3.99 a barrel, but it 
climbed to $5.25 a barrel 
during the first quarter of 1974 
before settling at $5.05 under 
price controls. 

The biggest fourth-quarter 
gainers of 1973 included 
Phillips Petroleum, whose 
profit increased 126 per cent 
over profits for the fourth 
quarter of 1972, Occidental, up 
152 per cent, and Amerada 
Hess, which showed a five-fold 
increase. Only companies 
among the top 20 showing a 
profit drop in the last three 
months of last year were Shell 
and Standard of Ohio.

TEL AVIV - Fighting 
between Syrian and Israeli 
forces continued on the 
weekend on the Golan Heights 
over possession of Mount 
Hermon. 

Sunday marked the 
bloodiest fighting since 
hostilities flared more than a 
month ago. It began at dawn 
when Israeli forces met 
Syrian units which had in¬ 
filtrated the heights through 
the night. 

A small-arms fight broke 
out but, according to Israeli 
sources, the Syrians opened 
up with a heavy artillery 
barrage Israeli casualties 
were heavy on the exposed 
terrain. 


Israeli planes were flown in 
to bomb the Syrian gun em¬ 
placements and, when 
fighting ceased, the Israelis 
counted the bodies of 12 dead 
Syrian soldiers. 

It marked the second time 
in the current fighting that 
israeli fighter planes have 
crossed the cease-fire line on 
the Golan Heights. 

Farther south, more 
Israelis were wounded when 
Syrians opened up with heavy 
artillery and rocket fire 
In Washington, meanwhile, 
talks continued aimed at 
disengaging troops on the 
Golan Heights. U S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger met 
with Israeli officials to report 
on Syrian proposals.

MASSET — Haida Indians 
t want to take Queen Charlotte 
* Islands out of Canada and 
establish their own in¬ 
dependent nation. 

Such a request has been 
made by letter to federal 
Communications Minister 
Gerard Pelletier by the 
Haidas who live about 80 miles 
off Prince Rupert on the 
mainland coast. 

The Haidas, once a 
dominant, warlike nation who 
kept other Indians as slaves, 
base their request for 
secession on the remoteness of 
their islands and lack of 


evidence of territorial 
agreements between then and 
any Canadian government 
authority. 

A meeting between the 
Indians and Indian Affairs 
Minister Jean Chretien is 
scheduled for early May. 

The Haidas' letter to 
Pelletier was triggered by 
preparations being made by 
non-Indian communities on 
the islands to celebrate the 
200th anniversary of the 
discovery of the Charlottes by 
Spanish explorer Juan Perez. 

One quarter of the islands’ 
population is Indian.

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Visitors in Libya 
find a dry oasis 


TRIPOLI - If a Libyan 
visitor wants to drink 
anything more bracing than 
the local water, the only legal 
way to do it is to catch a plane 
to another country. 

But in Col. Moammar 
Khadafy’s alcoholic-free 
country, there are still many 
ways for a foreigner to quench 
his thirst — most of them are 
illegal. 

Oil men isolated in the 
desert are allowed to distill 
their own “flash’’ from sugar 
and yeast and oil company 
managers in the city get a 
wine and spirit ration from the 
state, a concession to the 
importance of oil in the 
Libyan economy. 

The wine is produced under 
strict government control and 
the spirits come from con¬ 
traband confiscated from 
some hapless smuggler or 
from an entire shipload of 
booze that reverted to the 
government when Col. 


.Khadafy’s revolution turned 
the country dry four years 
ago. 

Foreign diplomats, who no 
longer have the right to im¬ 
port alcohol, are allowed to 
buy small amounts from the 
state at Christmas and New 
Year. 

The black market price of 
whiskey around Christmas 
goes as high as $80 per bottle 
and smuggling still abounds, 
even though the penalties can 
be stiff. 

Customs men make it a 
habit to take the tops off in¬ 
nocent looking bottles of after 
shave lotion and have a sniff, 
just in case. 

Libyans were apparently 
never great drinkers, but 
longtime residents say the 
new wealth that poured into 
the country after the success 
of Libyan oil wells in 1961 was 
beginning to create a drink 
problem. 


Strict adherence to the 
Koranic law forbids drinking 
and young men barred by 
their fathers from the habit or 
ashamed to drink in front of 
their wives, would have bring- 
your-own-booze parties on the 
beach, leaving the sand lit¬ 
tered with broken glass. 

Khadafy’s prohibition 
served as a radical way of 
nipping the drinking problem 
in the bud. 

A common way for Libyans 
to solve the nothing-to-do-on- 
Thursday-night-blues (Friday 
is the Moslem holiday) is to 
pile into their cars and head 
for either Tunisia or Egypt 
where drink is legal. 

In the Egyptian capital of 
Cairo, popular myth has it 
that some of the nightclubs 
along the pyramid roads do 
most of their business from 
Libyans and other visitors 
from countries where Koranic 
law outlaws alcohol and 
cloisters women.

NEW YORK — U.S. 
senators and congressmen, 
home for the Easter vacation, 
are sounding out their con¬ 
stituents on the possible 
impeachment of President 
Richard Nixon over his 
handling of the Watergate 
affair. 

The latest Harris poll shows 
a slight edge in favor of im¬ 
peachment by the American 
public, but the poll was taken 
prior to last week’s con¬ 
frontation between the house 
judiciary committee and the 
White House of the subpoena 
of Watergate tapes. 


The committee ordered all 
42 tapes subpoenaed, giving 
Nixon two weeks to comply. 
Failure to do so could lead to 
impeachment. 

The Harris poll showed 43 
per cent of the public in favor 
of impeachment and 41 per 
cent against while 16 per cent 
said they weren’t sure. 

If, however, the president 
were to fail to turn over 
material requested by the 
judiciary committee, 55 per 
cent favored impeachment. In 
the poll, 67 per cent said they 
did not expect Nixon to 
comply with the request.

MIAMI BEACH. Fla. - 
Schools of bluefish and jacks 
turned vicious on the weekend 
and attacked bathers at one of 
Southern Florida’s largest 
public beaches.

Pacific Rim 
Better late • 


In creating Pacific Rim 
National Park, the federal 
government has recognized 
the immediate need to 
preserve what's left of Canada 
for Canadians. 

A big round of applause for 
our legislators. 

Whether they deserve a 
standing ovation is 
questionable. The per¬ 
formance was good but we all 
waited patiently while the 
curtain call came a few years 
late 

In 1925 American educator 
Aldo Leopold wrote: “Our 
tendency is not to call things 
resources until the supply 
runs short. When the end of 
the supply is in sight, we 
discover that the thing is 
valuable. The next resource . 

. is the wilderness.’’ 

It’s a pity we Canadians 
didn’t lend an ear to Leopold 
when he made his prediction 
49 years ago. 

It wasn’t until May 4, 1971, 
that Princess Anne flew into 
Long Beach with a battalion of 


Mounties and officially 
labelled more than 100 miles 
of Vancouver Island coast a 
park. 

It’s doubtful the Princess 
saw the wildlife — cougars, 
mink, martens, blacktail 
deer, red squirrels, raccoons, 
liarbor seals, grey whales, 
killer whales, sea lions and 
river otters. 

But few people do see the 
animals. If up to 1,200 motor 
homes, trailers, tents and 
campers invaded your home 
* every time the clouds cleared, 
would you hang around? 

Inevitably the princess saw 
the trees — fir, western red 
cedar, hemlock — but it’s 
unlikely she realized what she 
saw was second growth. One 
generation had already been 
hacked. It’s hard to believe 
the largest tree ever cut in 
Canada was harvested from 
an island in Kennedy Lake, 
only 40 miles from our new 
park. 

As wilderness “viewers” 


flock to the beaches, the 
natural elements which ought 
to compose a wilderness area 
are slowly squeezed out by the 
simple necessities required by 
the camping public. 

Neatly gravelled parking 
lots and tenting ground 
driveways replace the dense 
salal underbrush that once 
covered the land above the 
tideline. Outhouses and water 
stations, neatly positioned 
every several hundred yards, 
will likely become part of the 
“natural” landscape. 

Long Beach is the first 
phase of Pacific Rim’s 
development. The Broken 
Island Group in Barkley 
Sound and the lifesaving trail 
from Pachena Bay to Port 
Renfrew are yet to come. 

Our government may well 
have rescued these few miles 
of coastal Canada from 
commercial encroachment, 
only to expose them to a non¬ 
commercial, yet subtle form 
of destruction.

Watercress comeback 


And there's plenty of it around Victoria 


Although watercress was a 
popular food a generation ago, 
most Victorians today don’t 
know the green when they see 
it growing wild along banks of 
streams, according to Alan 
Littler, provincial hor¬ 
ticulturist. 

Chinese and English-born 
Canadians are usually the 
only people who still ap¬ 
preciate watercress- 
considered by many to be a 
delicacy. 

But Littler thinks there may 


soon be a commercial market 
for watercress in British 
Columbia. 

“Food habits are 

changing,” he said. “Young 
people are re-discovering the 
tasty green.” 

He said in the United States, 
especially in Florida, 
watercress is grown com¬ 
mercially and shipped to all 
parts of North America, but as 
yet no one has started farming 
the plant in B.C. 

“Victorians who appreciate 
watercress collect it along the 


banks of streams,” he said. 
“They usually keep their 
picking sites to themselves. 
Competition is growing. Some 
streams are almost picked 
bare.” 

Watercress, as the name 
implies, depends on lots of 
water. B.C. has plenty of that 
and the plant is farily abun¬ 
dant in moist areas. 

Although watercress sand¬ 
wiches, a favorite of English 
tea parties, are popular, a 
favorite way of eating 


watercress is in a sandwich of 
rye bread spread with a thick 
layer of cream cheese, a layer 
of watercress, and a slice of 
tomato. 

Watercress has a peppery 
flavor and is a classic garnish, 
like parsley 

It is excellent in salads in 
combination with cucumbers, 
sliced oranges, chopped 
bacon, mushrooms, and other 
greens. It is also used in 
soups, biscuits, dumplings, 
omelets and potato dishes.

TIME RUNS OUT 


St. Ann’s Academy, one of 
the most historic buildings in 
British Columbia, may be 
condemned to demolition at 
the hands of the provincial 
government. 

At least, that’s the very real 
fear in the minds of some 
people at City Hall, who are 
now trying to find out exactly 
what the government’s plans 
are for the old school on 
Humboldt, near Victoria 
General Hospital. 

Said Aid. Sam Bawlf: “It 
seems some of them (in the 
government) have a 
disposition towards 
destroying the building, ap¬ 
parently without any analysis 
of its potential for continued 
economic use, or consulting 
any outside expertise.” 

As chairman of the city’s 
Heritage Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, Bawlf is pressing for 
an early meeting with the 
provincial authorities, in an 
effort to convince them that 
the academy can and should 
be retained. 

As a developer who has 


specialized in restoring old 
buildings, he said he was 
personally interested in 
purchasing the property 
before it was acquired by the 
government last December. 

He spent more than a year 
and about $3,000 studying the 
structure’s renovation 
potential, and said he was 
convinced it could be put to 
good economic use with the 
help of sensitive new 
development on the four-acre 
site. 

“Obviously the property has 
potential for more building 
than is there now,” Bawlf 
said. 

“The present building is as 
economic as an equal amount 
of new floor space, and I had 
envisaged a series of low- 
scale buildings creating 
courtyards around the 
academy.” 

Bawlf said the Heritage 
Advisory Committee feels 
most strongly that the 
building should be preserved 
both for its heritage and ar¬ 


chitectural significance. The 
first stage of the building was 
built in 1871 and the second 
added in 1886. 

“In some respects it’s a 
unique structure in Western 
Canada, as it brings the 
French ecclesiastical ar¬ 
chitectural style into a 
completely different setting,” 
he added. 

One of the main purposes 
served by a meeting with 
provincial officials, Bawlf 
said, would be to pass on to 
them the information he has 
assembled on the building’s 
re-use potential. 

If the government was in¬ 
deed considering demolition it 
was a “very serious matter,” 
he said. 

“If they are vitally in¬ 
terested as they appear to be 
in the preservation of the 
Inner Harbor’s heritage, they 
should be consistent and look 
at their own backyard.” 

Meanwhile, the Sisters of St. 
Ann are still in residence at 
the academy and it will be 
about four months before the 
government takes formal 
possession. 


Pulp unions' pay 
gets early boost 


An estimated 12,000 pulp 
union members will be 
receiving wage increases two 
months ahead of schedule 
following meetings with the 
Pulp and Paper Industrial 
Relations Bureau. 

The men, members of the 
United Paperworkers’ In¬ 
ternational Union and the 
Pulp, Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada, were due 
to get an 8»£ per cent increase 
on July 1, but the date has 
been advanced to April 1. 

The increase, which follows 
recent International Wood¬ 
workers of America wage 
revisions, puts the rate for 
mechanics at $6.94 an hour, up 
from $6.29Vfe. It also restores 
the pulp tradesmen to their 
customary position ahead of 
IWA rates. 

In addition the industry will 
meet the unions again this fall 
for a further wage review, 


which will follow the 
prospective master contract 
settlement this summer 
between the forest industry 
and IWA. 

In a prepared statement 
following the settlement, the 
Bureau said the settlement 
had been made because of 
“The inflationary situation 
and its effect on employees 
within the industry; the in¬ 
creasing need to establish a 
durable and fair relationship 
between job categories in the 
wood product section of the 
industry and those in pulp and 
paper; and the desirability of 
avoiding patchwork solutions 
which tend to create ad¬ 
ditional and greater 
problems.” 

UPIU president Pat O’Neal 
said the union was still upset 
at the failure of the bureau to 
agree to give an additional 


increase to tradesmen in the 
pulp industry. 

“We are very unhappy with 
it, and the mechanics are 
unhappy and we have told the 
companies we think this is not 
a very wise move on their 
part,” said O’Neal. 

“At the present time there is 
excessive overtime being 
worked in the mills and a 
great shortage of tradesmen 
generally and we think the 
combination of these things is 
not going to work out too 
well.” 

Stan Shewaga, chief 
negotiator for PPWC, said his 
union’s demand for a cost of 
living clause in the contract 
was a more realistic solution 
to the problems, but he was 
happy with the across the 
board increases. 


NANAIMO PAIR DIE 
IN AUTO CRASH 

NANAIMO — Two Nanaimo youths died Sunday after being 
in a head-on collision eight miles south of Nanaimo on Trans 
Canada Highway. 

Dead are Richard Kenneth Finley, 19, and a passenger in 
his car Pam Healey, 18. 

Nanaimo RCMP said Finley was travelling north when his 
car was in collision with a southbound vehicle driven by Brian 
No6ek, 25, of Surrey. 

Finley died instantly and Miss Healey died en route to Royal 
Jubilee Hospital in Victoria. 

Nosek was taken to Nanaimo General Hospital suffering 
facial lacerations. 


North American viewpoint: 

Chinese back winner 


The sympathies of most 
North American-born Chinese 
lie with Peking, not with 
Taiwan, according to the new 
pastor of the Chinese 
Presbyterian Church. 

“It gives them a new 
pride,” he said in an in¬ 
terview. “They want to join 
the winner and kick the 
loser.” 

The new minister, 36-year- 
old Siu-Man Lee, said he 
recognizes the contribution of 
the Communists to China but 
he also sympathizes with the 
Nationalist government 
because it fought the 
Japanese. 

“One is as great as the 
other,” he explained. “Mao- 
Tse Tung is the conquering 
hero and Chiang Kai-Shek is 
the defeated hero.” 

Lee will occupy the pulpit of 
the church on North Park 
Street for six months, he said, 
while Rev. Edward Ling is on 
a holiday in Asia. 


While inVictoria, he said, he 
will try to bridge age gaps and 
cultural gaps in his 
congregation, it is made up of 
immigrants who came to 
Canada after the First World 
War, Canadian-born Chinese 
and new immigrants from 
Hong Kong. 

There is an identity crisis 
among Canadian Chinese, he 
said. “It is not bad or good, it’s 
stimulating.” 

“These people belong to a 
visible minority and they are 
aware of an identity but it 
varies. The tradition of 
parental authority is still 
preserved in North America 
and there is a generation that 
wants a new identity as 
Canadian-Chinese. 

“But this has changed in 
China and Hong Kong and the 
new immigrants think dif¬ 
ferently.” 


Lee and Ling at Chinese Church 


The older people support the 
Nationalist regime, Lee said,• 
but the Canadian born don’t 
really know about either 
regime through personal 
experience. 

Lee was born in Portuguese 
Macao and, after the Second 
World War, lived in Canton 
where his father was chan¬ 
cellor of Ling-Nan University, 
one of 13 Christian univer¬ 
sities in China. 

His father, a graduate of 
Oberlin College in Ohio, was 
general secretary of the 
YMCA for South China. In 1950 
in Hong Kong he founded 
Chung-Chi College of which he 
was first president. 

The younger Lee graduated 
from the college in 1959 in 
sociology and mission history, 
then took theology as a 
graduate student. 

For several years he 
worked for the United 
Church’s Church of Christ in 
China as youth director. In 
1963 he went to the U.S. and 
studied at his father’s alma 
mater. 

He then went to the 
•University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor and to Knox College, 
Toronto, where he studied 
theology before his ordination 
in 1966 into the Chinese 
Presbyterian Church. 

Since 1967 he has been doing 
youth work with Parkside and 
Hillside Chinese Presbyterian 
Churches in Toronto and at 
Burwash Industrial Farm. 

Lee said the church here has 
an attendance of about 60 
adults, 50 children in the 
Sunday school and 15 
teenagers in youth activities. 

In addition to Sunday and 
special services there are 
prayer meetings and Bible 
studies, Chinese classes for 
the children and English 
classes for the new im¬ 
migrants. 

Lee gave a concise sum¬ 
ming up of the effect of 
foreigners on China: “Foreign 
soldiers were harmful to the 
sovereignty of China, foreign 
businessmen were harmful to 
the economy and foreign 
missionaries were harmful to 
the culture.” 


Union rebuked 
in fish fight 


VANCOUVER - Following 
up on an earlier injunction 
against the fishermen’s union, 
Mr. Justice E. Davie Fulton 
has handed down a 27-page 
review of the dispute. 

Mr. Justice Fulton found the 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers’ Union had at¬ 
tempted by illegal means to 
gain control over the 
operation of vessels and crews 
of the Pacific Trollers’ 
Association. 

The association consisting 
of independent boat owners 
whose boats and crews are 
non-union, sought the in¬ 
junction in March following 
the refusal of union shore 
workers to unload 120 tons of 
herring. 

Mr. Justice Fulton found the 
union was attempting to set 
the conditions and standards 


of employment for any vessel 
bringing fish to processing 
plants, in effect giving the 
union control over the crews 
of non-union vessels. 

The union hadergued that It 
was merely protecting its own 
contractual rights, but Mr. 
Justice Fulton rejected this 
argument. 


'Acceptable' pact 
awaits backing 
from firemen 


Tentative agreement was 
reached Sunday for a new 
national agreement covering 
firefighters at federal air¬ 
ports. 

However, negotiators for 
the Treasury Board and the 
Public Service Alliance of 
Canada would not disclose 
details until firefighters vote 
on the tentative settlement. 

PSAC President Claude 
Edwards said he thought it 
was an acceptable agreement 
and hoped striking 
firefighters in the west would 
return to work. 

However, spokesmen for 
western firefighters said the 
walkout will continue — at 
least until they hear details of 
the tentative agreement. 

Winnipeg and Edmonton 
have been added to the list of 
ports forced to operate on a 
restricted basis because of 
strikes by firemen. 

The Winnipeg men walked 
out Friday joining 96 B.C. 
airport firemen and 116 
defense department firemen 
who have been out for one 
week in an effort to win pay 
parity with their municipal 
counterparts. 

Saturday, about 50 firemen 
in Edmonton, Whitehorse and 
Grand Prairie walked out. 
Cross country flights are 
continuing on a restricted 
basis with supervisors 
manning airport firehalls. 

PSAC, however, is ap¬ 
parently still bargaining on a 
national basis while western 
firemen want regional 
bargaining which will take 
local wage standards into 
consideration. 

“The trouble is that the . 
negotiating committee 
members all live back east 
and $9,000 for a fireman in 
Halifax is a pretty fair wage,” 
said B.C. firemen spokesman 
Don Duthie. 

“They don’t have to live 
^e whgfe m^ipaj. 
eflghters are making $4,000 
more than we are and the cost 
of living is geared to those 
kind of wages ” 

The firefighters are also 
expressing some concern 


about the safety of the flying 
public. 

“Most of the supervisors 
haven’t been near operations 
for years. They don’t know 
how to handle all the new 
equipment,” said Duthie. 

“How long are they .going to 
continue this farce?” 

A deep-seated split within 
the PSAC has surfaced with 
the decision of the western 
firemen to stay away from 
work until they have wage 
parity with outside industry. 

For years there has been 
restlessness among various 
segments of the federal civil 
service as wages in the west 
have fallen behind. 

The problem has been the 
determinatiop of the PSAC to 
negotiate national contracts 
without taking regional wage 
differences into account. 

“We have been disen¬ 
franchised out here because 
there aren’t enough of us," 
says Duthie. 

“The trouble is that we need 
a 51 per cent majority in order 
to get de-certification, and of 
course there’s no way we can 
carry that on a national 
basis.” 

One possibility now being 
examined is that a regional 
vote could carry the day. 

“we could certainly get a 
majority out west here," said 
Duthie. 

But under the present set up 
there is no way out of the 
Alliance, and in the opinion of 
the firemen, and for that 


matter some other segments 
of the civil service, nothing to 
be gained by staying in. 

“There are more members 
back east than there are here 
and the bargaining is done on 
their behalf,” says Duthie. 

"Obviously, as long as they 
stay with national bargaining 
there will be no change, 
because the federal govern¬ 
ment is not about to agree to 
pay easterners $4,000 a year 
more than the industry 
average. 

“We have suggested 
alternatives — regional or 
zonal bargaining — but our 
union will not even begin to 
listen to us. Everyone agrees 
we have a problem, but no one 
will do anything about it.” 

Duthie has the backing ot 
the firemen in his struggle 
against his own union. 
Federal firemen in Victoria, 
Vancouver, Chilliwack, 
Edmonton, Winnipeg, 
Yellowknife, Whitehorse and 
Fort St. John are determined 
to make an all-out effort to 
make the necessary changes. 

They want either regional 
wage scales or a different 
union to bargain on their 
behalf.

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New life is teeming in old 
Royal Oak Private Hospital, 
spilling into the corridors and 
filling the air with the sounds 
of happy, busy people. 

Up to 72 handicapped people 
from the Greater Victoria 
area are making use of the 
Saanich-owned facility 
through Arb|ttyu9 Crafts 
Association, nraklng' hand¬ 
craft articles as .part of their 
self-inrn*rovemenT'‘ ‘program 

The building situated on 
West Saanich Road 
overlooking the highway to 
Patricia Bay was vacated last 
year by the operator after 
private hospital operations 
began to come under 
provincial government 
control. Saanich council 
granted the association a $l-a- 
year lease. 

Arbutus Crafts ad¬ 
ministrator Judy Nyquist said 
the new layout is a vast im¬ 
provement over previous 
quarters on Vancouver Street 
near Fort, and she is looking 
forward to warmer weather so * 
her charges may enjoy the 
lawns, gardens, sunshine and 
fresh air of the rural setting. 

The one-storey ‘new wing” 
is completely utilized by 
Arbutus Crafts with rooms for 
weaving, basket work, silk 
screen printing, festive 
cracker-making, storage, 
administration and lounge 
areas. 

The main floor of the old 
hospital building also is oc¬ 
cupied by the handicapped 
and contains a woodworking 
shop, paint shop, furniture 
repair and storage areas and 
a painting and ceramics 
studio. 

Mrs. Nyquist said con¬ 
sideration is being given to 
making the upstairs part of 
the old structure into an ar¬ 
tist’s loft. 

In exchange for the use of 
the building, Arbutus Crafts 
agreed with Saanich to 
provide all upkeep including 
heat, light, water, repairs and 
gardening costs. 

The sole disadvantage 
appears to be extra tran¬ 
sportation costs of bringing 
the handicapped to their 
workshops and taking them 
home each evening, which 
draws heavily on the services 
of Easter Seal buses. 

This year’s chairman of 
Arbutus Crafts Association is 
just-elected Mrs. Phyllis 
Sutton — who happens to be 
founder of the organization 
started in the mid-1950s. With 
vice-chairmen Verna Cud- 
more and Walter Slocombe, 
directors are considering a 
transportation cost-sharing 
plan 

Handicapped craftsmen 
include paralytics totally 
dependent on wheelchairs and 
those with partial disabilities. 

They have learned to make 


a wide range of items ranging 
from pallet knife paintings to 
cane chair seats, posters to 
coasters, ponchos to plaques, 
paper hats to place mats. 

For business and govern¬ 
ment agencies they do seed 


packaging, collating and 
envelope-stuffing by contract. 

Whatever they do, the 
craftsmen themselves get 75 
per cent of the profits from 
sales, thus augmenting 
limited incomes from 
allowances and pensions. 


Cool hand heads drug fighters 


Peter Stein, B.C.’s alcohol 
and drugs troubleshooter, has 
that Mark Spitz look. 

Bronzed, casual (he likes 
being interviewed with his 
feet on the table), an 
aggressive non-smoker, the 
37-year-old chairman of the 
’province's alcohol and drug 
commission looks a good 
advertisement for healthy 
West Coast living. 

And it comes as no surprise 
when he talks of the 
“Shakespearean type of en¬ 
counter” 11 years ago on a 
Washington ferry that led 
Stein — then a Seattle 
probation officer and widower 
with three children — to a 
love-at-first sight marriage 
with attractive second wife, 
Susan. 

The fact remains, however, 
that he was born and educated 
in New York and Chicago, 
smokiest of cities, and ob¬ 
viously relished swimming 
around in tough waters. 

And though he’s yet to 
surface with seven gold 
medals and is the first to 
admit that in purely political 
terms the drug field is a loser, 
to date he has managed to 
survive two-time commission 
experience ( in Alberta and 
with the federal Le Dain 
enquiry) with a brow that’s 
still relatively unfurrowed. 

Q: What is the main 
political bugbear in being 
chairman of a commission in 
this emotionally charged 
field? 

A: “How to satisfy the 
hunger in the public’s mind to 
have some kind of immediate 
and overnight solution to 
problems which have been 
with us thousands of years, 
.namely drug dependency . . . 

“There’s a sense of im¬ 
patience, we want it and we 
want it now and we want it 
immediately — it’s part of this 
instant solution which the 
drug phenomenon has con¬ 
tributed to, take a pill and the 
problem goes away, create a 
commission and the drug 
problem will be solved.” 

Stein says that in the past 
“‘the public has been geared 
towards thinking of drug users 
as criminals” and not as 
people who may simply have 
medical-social problem. 

“My attitude is, judge it on 
the basis of their behavior: if 
their behavior involves them 
in criminal activity then 
they’re also criminals, if 
they’re just using a drug and 


they’re heavily using it then 
they have a medical-social 
problem, and if they’re using 
a drug and they don’t have 
any criminal activity and 
they’re not seeking any help 
then maybe you don’t even 
have to worry about them.” 

To Stein there is no rear 
distinction between “hard” 
and “soft” drugs — all drugs, 
“even coffee,” can cause 
dependency and each case of 
drug dependency should be 
considered separately and 
personally. 

Until recently, says Stein, 
there had really been only one 
acceptable form of help of¬ 
fered heavy drug users 
(whether alcohol—or heroin- 
addicted): abstinence. 

While abstinence may be 
the “ultimate goal,” the ideal, 
Stein maintains his com¬ 
mission must offer addicts a 
“lower level of achievement” 
which to most is a more 
realistic alternative; namely, 
help to “manage” their drug- 
dependency. 

He uses the analogy of a 
doctor putting a pacemaker 
into a patient’s heart to help 
him live with his heart 
disability where a “complete 
cure” would not be possible. 

“Both management of drug 
dependency and abstinence 
must be available to drug 
dependents. It is not for us to 
decide in some godlike fashion 
•which is proper for an in¬ 
dividual.” 

Stein emphasizes that this 
does not mean going soft on 
addicts. In fact, he says the 
ideal drug rehabilitation 
worker should be “tough- 
minded” as well as “com¬ 
passionate,” treading a firm 
line between being a “do- 
gooder” and an “indifferent 
cold professional.” He should 
be a “disillusioned optimist.” 

It was Stein’s own alleged 
pessimism that drew fire 
during the present legislative 
session from Robert Mc¬ 
Clelland (SC-Langley) who 
claimed the commission 
chairman held out “no hole” 
for rehabilitation of addicts. 

Stein, wincing at the 
mention of McClelland, says 
the Socred member has 
misinterpreted him, has never 
spoken to him and was using 
“second-hand" comments. 

“I feel very strongly there 
has been a tremendous 
amount of misleading in¬ 
formation given to the public 
about this field. . . there have 


been far too many people who 
thought that all that was 
needed was a certain amount 
of rhetoric and evangelical 
belief in the goodness of their 
work and that that would 
‘save the sinners’.” 

The commission itself was 
set up last April, not as a 
commission of inquiry, nor 
with full government 
department status, but rather 
as an extension of health and 
human resources depart¬ 
ments. 

Its aim, explains Stein, is 
not “running programs. Our 
job, as we see it, is developing 
access to the health and 
welfare network already 
existing in the community.” 

There are, for example, in 
Greater Victoria more than 40 
organizations active in the 
drug field, he says. 

The commission will have a 
life of between three and five 
years, Stein says, after which 
a complete drug treatment 
system will be returned to the 
health department as part of 
the proposed network of 
community resource boards. 

Stein says setting up a 
commission was necessary 
because otherwise the current 
major reshuffle in both health 
and human resources 
departments would have 
meant the drug field would 
have received “low priority.” 

Main new program for 
Victoria to be set up early this 
summer will be a 14-bed 
“detoxification" centre with 


an annual operating cost of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

As well as serving as a 
“focal point” for the area’s 40- 
agencies in the field, Stein 
says the centre will allow 
alcohol-and drug-addicts time 
to “detox” (perhaps three to 
five days) and to think ‘out 
their next move. 

Supervised by a doctor and 
staff of nurses and orderlies 
and similar to a 28-bed unit 
operating in Vancouver, the 
Victoria centre will mean the 
end of helpless street-roaming 
drunks and addicts with 
nowhere else to go except 


Royal Jubilee and Victoria 
General emergency depart¬ 
ments. 

Stein would give no details 
of where the centre would be 
located and said the position 
of director had just been 
advertised.

Wrongful firing 
nets $33,401 


Proceeds will be used to 
send two groups of four 11- 
year-olds, two girls and two 
boys in each, to Sweden and 
Italy for month-long In¬ 
ternational Summer Villages. 

The two teams from Vic¬ 
toria will join with children 
from all over the world in 
sharing the experience of 
living and playing together. 

The aim of the villages is to 
foster an understanding and 
appreciation of one another 
that will contribute to the 
preservation of peace in the 
world. 

Last year two boys and two 
girls from the area went to 
Japan with an adult leader 
and a similar group went to a 
village in Cincinnati, Ohio. A 
delegate to the 1967 village in 
Guatemala, Kerri Work of 
Chemainus, went to Italy as a 
junior counsellor representing 
Canada. 

A junior counsellor will be 
sent from Victoria this year to 
the summer village in Kit¬ 
chener, Ont., and another to a 
village near Washington, D.C.

Applicants for this year’s 


A B.C. Supreme Court 
judgment has awarded a 
Vancouver businessman 
$33,401 for wrongful dismissal 
from a company where he was 
employed for 22 years, and 
climbed the promotion ladder 
from insulation salesman to 
vice-president. 

In his judgment on the suit 
of Ralph Stanley Carey, 47, 
against the F. Drexel Co. Ltd., 
Mr. Justice E. E. Hinkson 
said: “The conclusion I reach 
on the evidence is that, after 
22 years of valuable service to 
the defendant, he (Carey) was 
rewarded by being abruptly 
discharged, not as in some 
recent cases in this field 
because his position had 
become redundant, but for a 
reason the defendant was 
unwilling to disclose.” 

The judge ruled that Carey 
should have been given 15 
months’ notice, giving him 
back wages totalling $31,373, 
$500 in fringe benefits and 
$1,526 for dividends on shares 
held by him. 

He also ruled that Carey 
was entitled to his share of 
1973 profits of the company, 
and asked the district 
registrar to ascertain the 
amount due. The registrar 
will also assess the loss suf¬ 
fered by Carey in respect of 
the 65 common shares he held. 

Carey was fired last June 
29. Just before that date, the 
judge was told, company 
president C. H. Browne had 
flown to Prince Rupert to 
interview a company 
superintendent. 


Browne’s testimony was 
that the superintendent would 
not remain with the comapny 
if he had to deal with Carey, 
and his (Browne’s) only 
course of action was to 
demand Carey’s resignation. 


Hinkson said that was the 
only explanation given for the 
firing, ?iid he did not accept it 
as being correct.

Tennis vets ready to serve 


It’s tennis time again and 
veterans Gordon Hartley and 
Howie Tooby are getting 
ready to do their thing. 

Between them. Hartley and 
Tooby handle tennis in¬ 
struction at public parks for 
the four Greater Victoria 
municipalities and their 
“thing" is ensuring that as 
many people — young and old 
— as possible learn the basics 
of the game. 

This will be the 30th season 
of teaching here for Hartley, 
who runs the tennis program 
for Victoria, Saanich and 
Esquimalt municipalities.

stage where now ap¬ 
proximately 600 children 
receive tennis training each 
summer. 

Although Hartley began 
teaching children in 1945, it 
wasn’t until 10 years later 
than he established an adult 
training program. At that 
time, there were only about 10 
public courts scattered 
around Greater Victoria, 
which now has more than four 
times that number 

Now full instruction 
programs are available to 
children aged nine and over; 


for adults, both beginners and 
those at the more advanced 
stages; and separate sessions 
are available for women. 

Because of the tremendous 
growth in tennis and the great 
numbers wishing to take it up, 
Hartley and Tooby have been 
forced to expand and each 
year they train young people 
to help them as assistant 
coaches. These youngsters, 
who work mainly on the 
children’s training program, 
have been schooled by Hartley 
and Tooby on an indoor court 
at Henderson Park Pavilion 
for the past few weeks and 
next week will take a written 
examination which, if they 
pass, will qualify them as 
“municipal instructors.’’ 
Hartley, Tooby and his son 
Dave Tooby still handle most 
of the adult classes. 

The summer-long junior 


tennis program culminates 
with the annual Greater 
Victoria junior tournament, 
which runs from July 2 to mid- 
August. Since 1949, thus 
tournament has been spon¬ 
sored by the T. Eaton Com¬ 
pany, which each year sup¬ 
plies the balls and trophies. 
Balls are also supplied for 
lessons and all prospective 
pupils need to bring along are 
racquets and shoes. 

Hartley and Howie Tooby 
are the official Vancouver 
Island pros of the B.C. Lawn 
Tennis Assocation and both 
the instruction classes and the 
tournament are sanction by 
the BCLTA.

After 48 days and more than 
250 hours of debate, the B.C. 
legislature has still barely 
touched on the mountain of 
legislation the government 
I hopes to pass'thia session 

Already 57 government bills 
are on the order paper and 
several more pieces of major 
legislation are expected to be 
brought down after the 12-day 
Easter break. 

Each bill must pass through 
second reading — approval in 
principle — and detailed third 
reading of each section of 
every bill. 

To date, only 14 bills have 
been given second reading 
and none have received third 
reading approval. 

When the house reconvenes 
April 23 it’s bound to take at 
least another month to 
complete the budget estimate 
approvals and deal with the 
legislation. 

At that rate, the 55 MLAs 
will set a record for the 
longest sitting of the house, 
easily surpassing the old 
record of 63 days set in 1916. 

Assuming all the legislation 
is passed (and if the govern¬ 
ment wants a bill to pass, the 

Final result of the fiery 
speeches and the long, 
wearying hours of debate will 
be approval of a record $2.1 
billion budget and an im¬ 
pressive raft of legislation 
giving the government new 
powers, setting up new 
commissions and govern¬ 
mental bureaucracies, and 
boosting government revenue 
from B.C.’s natural resources. 


NDP’s majority in the house 
will ensure its passage), the 
government will emerge with 
wide jurisdiction in many new 
areas. 

^TTie' new' Police Act, tor 
Example, sets up a govern¬ 
ment-appointed commission 
with wide powers over all 
police forces in the province. 

Short of creating a new 
provincial police force, the 
commission will be em¬ 
powered to set standards for 
police forces; to train 
policemen; advise and co¬ 
ordinate local police 
authorities; establish 
programs to promote “har¬ 
monious relationships” 
between police and the public; 
and “to perform such other 
functions” as the cabinet may 
deem necessary. 

The Emergency Health 
Services Act gives the 
government similar power to 
set up a commission which 
will eventually take over all 
ambulance and emergency 
services in the province. 

This bill, like the new 
legislation empowering the 
government to take over alW 
provincial courts in the 
pro\ince, is welcomed by 
municipalities which will say 
the burden of heavy ad¬ 
ministration costs but two 
more areas of local concern 
will be lost by local 
authorities. 

Also in municipal affairs, 
the government’s Transit 
Services Act will give it the 
power to purchase, construct, 


operate and maintain public 
transportation systems and 
may mean the government 
will go into the rapid transit 
business in big way. 

Perhaps the greatest new 
power the government will 
assume is in the housing 
business, where the cabinet 
will have the right to set a 
limit on all residential rent 
increases in the province. 

The Landlord and Tenant 
Act sets up another 
bureaucracy, the “ren- 
talsman,’’ to administer the 
act and ensure there are no 
rent increases above the 
allowable limit in B.C. and 
that no evictions take place 
except for specified reasons. 

Besides the rentalsman, the 
police commission and the 
emergency service com¬ 
mission, legislation in¬ 
troduced this spring will set 
up community resource 
boards to co-ordinate social 
services in local communities. 

The actual purpose of the 
resource boards is not fully 
understood yet, buy, while the 
government may describe it 
as an attempt to de-centralize 
the human resources 
department, it nonetheless 
sets up yet another layer of 
bureaucracy. 

A ‘‘Justice Development 
Commission” will also be set 
up under new legislation to 
facilitate a government take¬ 
over of the courts and a 
“director of debtor 


assistance’’ will be 
established to aid debtors in 
B.C. 

As well as increased powers 
and bureaucracy, the new 
legislation gives the govern¬ 
ment greater control over 
natural resources through 
new and heavy royalties on 
the mining industry. 

The Mineral Royalties Act 
and the Coal Act, setting up 
new royalties on all minerals 
taken out of the ground, have 
provoked bitter criticism 
from the mining industry 
which says it cannot survive 
under such a heavy burden of 
taxation. 

Premier Barrett and his 
cabinet insist they will not 
relent, however, and despite 
the stormy ride the bills are 
bound to receive in the house, 
they will likely come into 
effect soon after the session 
ends. 

Several other major bills 
have been introduced in¬ 
cluding legislation allowing 
individuals to sue the crown 
without first receiving 
government permission. 

The NDP long promised this 
legislation but it is only one 
part of the “sunshine 
legislation” the government 
has vowed it will bring in.

ficials is expected this session 
but MLAs have seen no sign of 
it yet. 

The Real Property Tax 
Deferment Act is a significant 
piece of legislation, allowing 
elderly, widowed and han¬ 
dicapped pei-sons to defer 
their property taxes and small 
businessmen to partially defer 
their tax payments. But the 
bill will likely be over¬ 
shadowed by a new 
assessment procedures act, 
recommended to the house by 
an all-party committee. 

Several interesting bills will 
come up for approval but not 
likely cause great debate. 

The B.C. Day Act, giving 
British Columbians another 
statutory holiday; the B.C. 
Tartan Act, establishing our 
own plaid; and the Blind 
Persons’ Rights Act, ensuring 
blind people are not 
discriminated against in their 
use of seeing-eye dogs, will 
probably not stir any great 
oratory. 

Many more bills will take up 
the legislators’ time in debate 
and, with opposition members 
rankling against the NDP’s 
performance in the house and 
its continual efforts to in¬ 
crease government power and 
bureaucracy, the opposition 
will be prone to lengthy debate 
and the legislative menu may 
take MLAs well into the long, 
hot days of summer. 


In a year, nature has 
cleaned away most of the oil 
from a cove in Broughton 
Strait that was polluted by 
bunker fuel from a damaged 
freighter, according to a 
report by two Victoria 
scientists. 

Dave Green, chemist, and 
Carole Bawden, biologist, of 
the federal Marine Sciences 
Directorate laboratories, 
have just completed a study of 
the damage done by oil from 
the 19,400-ton Irish Stardust 
that grounded on a reef off

Psychologists recently caught up with the rest of the world 
long enough to deliver a startling insight on social behavior. 
They answered the question; what do men talk about most. 

No David, it’s not politics. 

It’s cars. 

Stirling Moss, who matched Tazio Nuvolari with his skill at 
the wheel, once said that in years of travelling all over the world 
he had met only one man who would admit he was not a superb 
driver and a great lover. 

Just one drink at a social gathering is usually enough to let 
loose verbal driving dexterity which may, or may not be ap¬ 
parent at the controls. 

And its this man-machine love affair which has made motor 
racing the biggest spectator sport in the world. In the 70 years 
since Paris-Bordeaux-Paris, it’s probably that more people 
have watched automobile racing than any other sport man has 
devised. During the decade before the First World War, crowds 
as big as 500,000 saw the old Vanderbilt Cup races; 300,000 an¬ 
nually pack themselves into Indianapolis. Six figure crowds go 
to Le Mans every year and to the Grand Prix of Germany at the 
Nurburgring. 

The sight of a fast car screaming past brings an excitement 
boiling up very deep within us. Why? Perhaps no one knows. 
There is this, that motor racing is one of the primal sports, all of 
them distinct from fie lesser sports, stick and ball games, for 
example. 

A well-known sporting figure put it this way: “There are 
three sports, bullfighting, motor racing and mountain climbing. 
The rest are recreations.” 

And speed, in Aldous Huxley’s opinion, provided the only 
genuinely modern pleasure. Moss and the legendary Rudolph 
Caracciola went beyond Huxley to maintain that speed is the 
penultimate sensuous delight available to humans. 

Now and then an editorial writer in a far corner of the land 
calls baseball the “national pastime” but the fact of the matter 
is that baseball is boring and on statistical evidence much of the 
North American populace has abandoned its dubious attractions 
for a more exciting sport — car racing. 

Only horse racing attracts bigger crowds because one can 
bet money on it. And a colleague states flatly that the Victoria 
dailies cared little about motor racing because you couldn’t bet 
on it. But don’t put money on that.

The first officials heard of his 
escape was through calls from 
farmers who reported seeing 
“an enormous shaggy animal 
tramping over the fields.” 
However, Pulpit soon 
became bored with having to 
cope with heavy fields and 
having to make numerous 
detours around strong fences. 
So he took to the roads — and 
endangered motorists. 

Twice he encountered 
motorcyclists who, frightened 
by the sudden apparition, 
landed in a roadside ditch. 
Rivers did not stop Pulpit. He 
just swam across. 

But then he reached an un¬ 
protected railway crossing. 
An engine missed him by 
inches and, with his tail up in 
the air, he did not stop running 
for at least a mile. After three 
weeks of travels he reached 
Niepolomice. 

Then his troubles really 
started. 

The resident bulls were not 
prepared to share their cows 
with him. They resented his 
attempts to alienate the cows’ 
affections and ganged up on 
him. 

The local keepers rescued 
Pulpit and took him to another 
nature park. For a while, 
Pulpit behaved himself but 
then he suffered another bout 
of homesickness and again 
took the high road to 
Niepolomice. 

By then the patience of of¬ 
ficials were exhausted. Pulpit 
was recaptured and taken to 
Cracow zoo where, sad-eyed, 
he now shares a paddock with 
a couple of bisson cows.

Berry delivers feast

Seventeen years slipped 
backward Saturday night in 
three blazing guitar chords 
produced by three flashing 
fingers. 

The hand attached to the 
fingers belonged to the one 
man who more than any other 
deserves the oft-bestowed and 
often-undeserved title of King 
of Rock ‘n’ Roll ... the 
ageless and unaging Chuck 
Berry. 

And close to 7,000 fans 
crammed into Memorial 
Arena howled with the same 
glee and appreciation that 
audiences around the world 
have expressed since Berry 
broke from the ghetto of 
blacks-only R & B clubs in 
the mid-Fifties. 

A long evening’s wait 
through two mediocre warm¬ 
up bands was finally 
rewarded. 

The wait had been enlivened 
by some impromptu “en¬ 
tertainment” which is due for 
a return engagement — in 
provincial police court — 
following a performance by a 
persistent male nude dancer 
who had to be pushed off the 
stage by stagehands. 


But it was the prancing, 
grimacing and duck-walking 
Berry that the people had 
come to see. 

And it was his guitar they 
had come to hear; the 
flaming, driving and basic 
chords that practically wrote 
the book for a generation of 
rock mqsicians, including 
Eric Clapton, Jimmy Paige 
and even Keith Richard and 
John Lennon.. . - 

And his lyrics — equally 
basic and excruciatingly 
simple—they are the book for 
rock song writers. 

Even if they do hark back to 
a more-innocent age when a 
trip was something you took in 
a car not with the aid of a pill 
or powder.
